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Applicant states that only a single phrase has been added which has already been 
discussed and suggested by the Examiner. Accordingly, no new issues are involved since 
they have already been considered. Accordingly, entry of the Amendment is requested 
(page 5). 

In reply, the Examiner respectfully points out that even though the amendment 
was made in response to the Examiner's suggestion during a discussion with Applicant's 
representative, this new phrase has not yet been searched and thoroughly considered by 
the Examiner. The Examiner merely made a suggestion about how the claims may be put 
in better condition for allowance, and the Examiner did not perform a search or 
thoroughly consider this new phrase yet. Therefore, this new phrase "at least one 
memory page which has a plurality of memory cells within a same row" would require 
further consideration and search, and therefore the amendment will not be entered. 

The Examiner would also like to respectfully clarify that the Examiner meant that 
defining the page as only having memory cells within the same row would overcome the 
previously cited prior art. The limitation "at least one memory page which has a plurality 
of memory cells within a same row" does not define the page as only having memory 
cells within the same row. Interpreting this limitation broadly, the memory page could 
still have a plurality of rows with a plurality of memory cells within a same row because 
the limitation is not limiting the memory page to only have one row.
